automobile production, is the eon. 
elusion of Andre Citroen, sometimes 
described as the Henry Ford of 
France upon his return from Amer­ 
ica after 
making a comparative 
study of manufacturing in the two 
countries. 
“In France,” sadd 
M. 
Citroen, 
“we haven’t mass production of au­ 
tomobiles yet 'because of # a more 
limited market. There are 12,000,- 
000 
in the United States, a 
very big market, whereas in France 
we have 300,000 cars, with, say 75,- 
000 customers, each one of which 
buys a new car every three or four 
years. 
“The chief difference 4n French 
find American cars.” said M., Cit. 
roon, “is that of style. The French 
like a graceful, light machine, burn­ 
ing relatively little gas. The auto­ 
mobile Is still something of a lux­ 
ury with the average Frenchman.

(Bf Ult Amebid Treat) 
SALT LAKE CITY, June 14.— 
Natural ga* for Salt Lake City and 
Ogden from a newly discovered field 
in western Wyoming is toeing consid­ 
ered here. One well drilled recently 
is said to have a capacity of 80,- 
000,Oho cubic feet of gas a day and 
this amount, experts point out, is 
greatly In excess of what would be 
used by Salt Lake and Ogden even 
Should natural 
gas displace coal 
for heating purpoaes. 
Manufactured gas in Salt Lake 
City at present costs about $1.52 
per thousand cubic feet, and it is 
claimed the natural gas could be 
piped In and sold for much under 
this amount.
